ers. 


Unfortunately such study

So long as keeping office remains the chief aim 
of legislators, rather than the welfare of the 
country at large, Mr. MacGregor's example is 
unlikely to be followed, and more members will 
pursue their education on congressional junkets 
than will seek it in the halls of learning and 
knowledge.

Educating a Congressman 


JITOST congressmen have had a course in law 
-••*• school, and a career at the bar as training 
:or their official position. But there is a good 
deal more than knowledge of law necessary 
tc the job of a congressman. Economics and 
history, are or ought to be, the essential back- 
ground for a man who would help direct the 
paths of government into safe and profitable 
channels. One could wish that more than one 
congressman would follow the example of 
Clarence MacGregor. representative from Buf- 
falo in Xew York state, who is spending his 
congressional vacation by taking a summer 
course at the University of Pennsylvania. Mac- 
Gregor is studying such subjects as "The Prin- 
ciples of Sound Money," "The Gold Standard," 
and "The Monetary System of the United 
States," because they link up directly with his 
work as chairman of the house committee on 
accounts and member of the banking and cur- 
rency committee. 


This is a highly desirable departure in pub- 


lic sen-ice. The work of congressmen very of- 
ten goes to the roots of the nation's economic 
structure, and it would be well if every 'mem- 
ber had a definite and instructed understand- 
ing of the processes with which he is dealing 
in the manufacture of such laws. Legal train- 
ing alone is insufficient equipment, likely to 
lead sometimes to an excess of confidence in 
ihe power of legislature fiat and intention to
